Com m ent of British Press. 


London, Nov. 
8.— Notwithstanding 
the forecast of tile Am erican note to 
Great Britain, which has been sent 
from Washington by correspondents 
of the British press, surprise is pre­ 
dominant among the m ajority of the 
British press iii their comments. 
The country has been. too deeply 
wrapped up in the consideration of 
passing European 
problems 
during 
the past several weeks to give at­ 
tention to Am erican opinion, and ap­ 
parently it was not aware that tho 
treatment 
of 
Am erican 
shipping 
might furnish ground Tor controversy 
between Hie two governments. 
“ The Am erican note upon our in­ 
terference with neutral trade,” says 
the Pall M all Gazette, ‘‘w ill be read 
with surprise in tins country. 
W h ile 
the duty of a power to keep vigilant 
guard over Its interests of commerce 
w ill be recognized, it must be felt 
that the United States scarcely grap­ 
pled with the realities cleated in the 
first place by the fact of war, and in 
the second by the crim inality of Ger­ 
man practices. 
In some passages the 
note seems to invoke the authority 
of international law, as if it could be 
settled for one belligerent without re­ 
ference to the other. 
That is virtual­ 
ly inapplicable in the world of things 
as they are. 
It is impossible to deal 
w Ph questions between the allies and 
the United States and to ignore the 
practices of 
Yon 
Tirpta 
and 
the 
changes of policy w hich they force on 


us and our friends.” 
The Gazette says that the British 
government has shown a desire to 
reduce to a minimum such difficulties.

This phenom enon

gree at all com m ensurate 
with 
the 
need so long as the British Poet ex­ 
ists and this island is secure. That is 
quite certain. 


No Remedy for Evil. 
Thus there is no 
rem edy 
for the 
catastrophic evil. 
The 
best we can 
hope for it to palliate it and by so do­ 
ing to endure longer than Germany. 
According to calculations, a soldier 
costs the state about $665 a year on 
ihe average, and an industrial worker 
produces $500 of goods or service 
a 
year on the average. Thus, is 35,000 
recruits are obtained w eekly the na­ 
tional balance is robbed of $45,750,000 
weekly. It is now adm itted that with 
a population of 45,000, 
w e 
are now 
maintaining an 
army 
of 3,000,000 of 
our own soldiers 
and 
(by our sup­ 
plies) 
3,000,000 
allied 
soldiers 
as 
well. 
No 
other nation is doing as 
much in proportion to population. 
The war is costing Germany, with 
a population of 70,000,000, $20,000,000 
a day, or 28 cents per day for every 
inhabitant. 
It is costing us, with a 
population of 45,000,000, $25,000,000 a 
day, or 56 cents per head. 
Our burden 
is thus double Germany's already. 
If it be urged, as it everlastingly is 
urged, 
that 
military necessity must 
dom inate everything else, I agree. But 
m ilitary necessity is a large and com 
prehensive term. 
Our first militate 
necessity is a national civilian deter­ 
mination not to make peace until the 
objects of war have 
been 
attained. 
W ithout this all else is useless. 


Munitions Second Necessity. 
Our second military 
necessity 
is 
munitions for the allied arm ies anet 
food and other necessaries of life foi 
British civilians. 
It is utterly certain from the figures 
that in so far as you now increase the 
army either you will decrease m uni­ 
tions or you will decrease food and 
other necessaries tor civilians (by de­ 
creasing the power to pay for them) 
or both. 
And incidentally you will 
court a financial panic. 
Prices 
will 
rise 
more and more 
quickly until they reach a point which 
entails actual privation and acute in 
convenience. 
Then the national vo­ 
lition to win will be impaired; peace 
will be desired, and the bottom will in­ 
evitably fall out of the whole military 
machine, for the bottom is moral. 
The essential character of the war 
after fourteen m onths is plain. 
It is 
a war of obstinancy. 
It is a war of 
sticking it. 
It is not and will not be 
a war of sm ashing and d ecisive vic­ 
tories in the field. 
Quite probably food prices will end 
the war. 
Quite probably the grand 
strategy is to keep our prices lower 
than Germ any’s. 
Anyhow, if you overthrow our finan 
elal system , already strained to ihe 
limit of safety, you burst up the whole 
show for all the allies.

London, Nov. 8.— England 
is 
now 
spending 
$25,000,000 
a day on the 
war. 
W e are paying out of taxation 
less than five millions a day toward 
the war. 
This state of affairs might 
continue 
alm ost 
indefinitely if (I) 
our confidence in 
victory 
remained 
absolutely unimpaired, and 
(2) 
the 
state 
was 
getting all the required 
goods from its own citizens. 
But the 
state is not getting all the required 
goods from its own citizens. 
It is no­ 
toriously getting goods 
in 
im m ense 
quantities from foreign countries, and 


ch iefly from America. 
T hese goods have to be paid for. 
If 
they are not paid for the supply will 
cease and there will be a financial 
catastrophe. 
How are they to be paid for? 
Biti 
m ately they can only be paid for by 
our exports. 
T hey are not being paid 
for by our exports. 
In the first half 
of this year (and since then things 
have assuredly not improved) imports 
had increased by $265,000,000, or 14 
per cent, and exports had decreased 
by $360,000,000, or 28 per cent. 


Cost of Food Imports. 
In the first half of 1914 w e import­ 
ed $360,000,000 worth of food a l o n e 
In the first half of 1915 w e imported 
$545,000,000 
worth, 
an 
increase of 
$185,000,000. 
It is plain that we are more than 
ever dependent, and chiefly on A m eri­ 
ca, for the mere continuance of life. 
lf the first half of the year Is any 
guide there will be an excess of im ­ 
ports over exports of $2,000,000 on the 
year. 
The account has been squared part­ 
ly by the sale to A m ericans of securi­ 
ties. 
A prom inent 
firm 
o f 
Anglo- 
American bankers puts the transfer 
of securities to Am erica 
since 
the 
opening of the war at $1,000,000,000 
on balance. 
This way of squaring cannot go on 
for long, and is now almost at an end. 
W e have just borrowed from America 
another $500,000,000. 
But the account 
has not been fully 
squared, 
as 
is 
proved by the trem endous deprecia­ 
tion. 
It will be less and less squared as 
tim e passes. 
The new loan, large as 
it is, has not improved the value of 
the pound sterling 
in 
America. 
A 
pound was worth $4.68 five w eeks ago, 
and it is worth $4.64 today. 
Our debt 
to America is steadily and rapidly in­ 
creasing. 


Could Another Loan Be Raised? 
Could w'e not raise another loan in 
America? 
W e might, but 
it is ex ­ 
trem ely doubtful. 
W e 
w anted 
and 
tried for that sum, then for $750,000,- 
000, then w e asked for $700,000,000, 
and w e finally got $500,000,000. 
Our 
available gold is relatively a trifle. 
East w eek the Bank of England bad 
under $300,000,000 in stocks. 
And in 
order t o / part with that it would be 
necessary to suspend the bank act, an 
operation which would 
send 
prices 
flying. 
As things are, w e know' what our 
palier is w orth, because all of us can 
go to the Bank of England 
and ex ­ 
change it for a Axed quantity of gold. 
lf you suspend the bank act you re­ 
m ove the privilege and bulwark; the 
consequences would be ghastly; they 
would about 
equal 
the 
capture of 
Paris by the Germans. 
Conclusion: 
T he situation is very 
grave. 
All 
that 
can be done is to 
m ake every effort to keep imports as 
low' as possible and 
to increase ex ­ 
ports to the utm ost of our power. 
And the way to do this is to reduce 
the consum ption of 
imports 
by 
the 
strictest econom y; to work our hard­ 
est industrially and to set free 
both 
labor and savings 
for 
the benefit of 
the country. 


Cost Tw o-Thirds of Income. 
Mr. M ontague, 
financial 
secretary 
to the treasury, told the truth to par­ 
liam ent last week plainly 
and fully. 
H e showed that 
the 
war is costing 
two-thirds of our entire national in­ 
come.

house, his daughter. Miss Ida Harris, 
informed the officers that lier fattier 
had in his possession a large pocket 
knife and she feared he might injure 
himself or them. 
Harris was searched. 
Nothing was 
found on his body, but while he was 
in the court 
room a search of his 
cell was made, and in the bed was 
found a knife, a can opener, a pair 
of scissors and a file. 
T he file had 
been used to sharpen the other in­ 
strum ents until the edges w ere more 
than usually keen. 
At *:20 o'clock the jury bearing the 
evidence reported with a verdict as 
fo! low's:

Mr. Steele, on behalf of Harris, ad­ 
mitted the shooting, and contending 
that Harris at the tim e the crime was 
committed and for years previous had 
been insane, said that all that would 
be asked for the defendant would be 
that the jury so find, thus putting it 
into the power of the court to send 
the defendant to an asylum for safe 
keeping.

w itness was Damon E. 
Porter. 
Mr. Porter cam e to the stand 
leaning upon a cane, and his condition 
was plainly in evidence.

On e*ross examination, Mr. Burger 
testified he had known Harris for ten 
or tw elve years, and had occasion to 
observe his actions during that time; 
that from his general demeanor and

IL F. Boehme testified lie was pres- 
ent at the* time of the shooting; he 
was standing in fmnt of his place e>f 
business em Osage 
avenue 
talking 
with Harris when Porter passed. Just 
before Pender came un Harris had 
complained about the

Denied, and that he had said, “Porter 
is a dirty fellow'.” 
Porter just then 
passed and saluted them with a new s­ 
paper that he carried in

hand. 
W itness saw* Harris change his cane 
from his right to his left hand, reach 
into his pocket with tho right hand, 
draw* a gun and shoot Porter in the 
back. 
W itness had no idea Harris 
had a gun or that he w as going to 
shoot. 
On cross examination, Mr. Boehme 
testified no words 
were 
exchanged 
previous to tho shooting. 
W ith the evidence of Mr. Boehme 
the state closed its rase and the de­ 
fense introduced Ex-Sheriff

H enderson as Its first w itness. 
Mr. Henderson testified 
lie 
had 
known Mr. Harris for iii-' past fifteen 
years and that he had observed his 
dem eanor for that time. 
H e had re­ 
garded him as a dangerous and insane 
man, and said he had been expecting 
som ething of the sort alm ost at any 
time. 
He said that officers had often talk­

and say to him (Sm ith), “You took 
me to the asylum, didn’t you?; I’m 
going to get even with you.” 
Mr. Sm ith said he we.-uId talk Har­ 
ris out of his ill humor frequently and 
they would part with good feeling. 
Som etim es, he said, Harris would 
pass him on the street and not speak 
to him, and at others would insist on 
stopping him and complain about his 
being taken to the asylum by the w it­ 
ness. 
Mr. Smith gave it as 
his 
opinion 
that Harris was insane when he was 
taken to the asylum in D'-Pl, had been 
for years, that he was insane at the 
time of the shooting, that be was in­ 
sane at tin* present time, and that ho 
was not at all surprised at the shoot­ 


ing. 
W hile Mr. Smith was en the stand 
Juryman Ed. Younger, 
of

Creek township, was taken suddenly 
ill with vertigo, and court adjourned 
until such tim e as the juror could 
resum e his place in the box. 
Beslim ing the stand at 1:30 o’clock, 
Mr. Smith further testified that he 
had not seen Harris much since he 
had been in jail, hut that from w’hat 
In* had seen of him he believed that 
he is still insane. 
J. IL Love, called to the stand, said 
that he had been an officer in Sedalia 
for many years; 
known Harris for 
twenty-five 
years;

I; was also a dangerous man. 
He is 
certainly insane now; sees him every 
day; 
treat 
him like a crazy man; 
hasn’t improved since in jail. 
J. IL Card, sheriff, testified that he 
had known Harris since 1885 or ls86, 
and that he always believed him in­ 
sane; that he was insane un July I, 


1915, and is still so. 
Arrived at the 
conclusion from his words and acts. 
Had observed him in jail four or five 
tim es a day since his incarceration, 
and actions clearly indicated insanity.

PROPER TIME TO FILL SILO 


Begin Operation Soon as C orn 
H a s 
Reached R ig h t Stage for F o d ­ 
der— Let the Silage Settle.

Don't wait too long to fill the silo. 
Begin as soon as the corn is right for 
fodder 
Tho kernels should be iii the 
dough stage but dented and the lower 
leaves turning brown. 
Let the es,rn 
m ature as much as passible Wilho it 
becoming so dry that w ater must be* 
added to make the silage pack solidly 
and ferment properly. 
Cut into nieces half to three fourths 
of an inch long to make them pack 
vvell and to prevent w aste in feeding. 
This takes more power but is worth 
t. 
Pack well with concrete tam pers, 
seeping tho silage higher at the wall 
than in the center. 
Fill slowly, if possible letting the 
silage settle a day or so at a time. 
This m akes it keep better and in­ 
creases the amount the silo will hold 
This am ount may be still further in­ 
creased by using woven wire to bold 
more silage at the top. 
It will grad­ 
ually settle into the silo but tends to 
spoil while doing so. 
If more silage 
is added after such settling, take out 
the spoiled layer at the top. 
lf caught by frost, the corn for sil­ 
age should be cut before it dries out. 
After that, add water. 
The corn may 
even be shocked to put in at a more 
convenient time or to refill the Silo 
f enough w ater is added. 
The experiment station has pub­ 
lished bulletins on shock corn 
for 
silage; silo building; and silage for 
horses, mules and steers.

P R O P E R C A n t OF T H E U D D ER 


Cold Cement Floor, Bruising, Sudden 
Chills, Etc., Are Some of Exter­ 
nal Causes of Trouble. 


Many good cows are lost to a use 
ful life on the dairy farm by the neg 
lect of a little necessary care at a 
critical time. This is particularly true 
of heifers and extra heavy milkers 
Sometimes it is true of mediocre cows 
that have been fed too stimulating 
foods for a time prior to freshening, 
writes I. B. Henderson in Farm, Stock 
and Home. 
Under normal conditions 
the udder of the cow should not re 
quire special attention, hilt the far 
ther we get from natural conditions 
and the more we incline to forced pro 
duction the greater the likelihood of 
trouble. 
A cold cement floor, cold ground, 
bruising of the udder, sudden chills. 
etc., are some of the external causes 
of udder trouble. The preventive rem­ 
edies can be easily applied. But should 
the udder become congested or in­ 
flamed just before or after calving, 
immediate steps should be taken to 
effect a cure. 
Fomentations with hot 
water several times a day, a gentle 
massage with the fingers, and the ap 
plication of warm lard will help to 
alleviate the trouble. 
The rubbing 
should be toward the milk veins so as 
to get the blood away from the udder 
if possible. 
A dram or two of salt 
peter once or twice daily is also said 
to assist. 
In very severe cases, of 
course, 
the 
veterinary 
should 
be 
called, as it is poor economy to risk 
the life of usefulness of a good pro 
ducer. For mild cases of udder trouble 
the average dairyman should be com 
j potent to treat and with a little obser 
I vation it should be possible to develop 
i a little skill in treating such troubles.

CAUSE OF THE BLAZE IS NOT KNOWN 


As the Employes Were Working Both 
Day 
and 
Night 
Shifts, 
Owners 
Say Would Have Been Diffi­ 
cult to Set It Afire. 


Trenton, N. J., Nov. 12.—Approxi­ 
mately $1,000,000 damage was 
done 
by fire which destroyed yesterday one 
of three wire rope mills at the plant 
of the John A. Roebling’s Sons Co. in 
this city. 
Due to the fact that the company 


has orders for war material for Euro­ 


pean countries, rumors were in cir­ 


culation that the fire was of incen­ 


diary origin, but nothing 
has 
been 
found to substantiate such reports. 
The company said that owing to the 
fact that the plant was working day 
and night there would have been lit­ 
tle opportunity to set the place on 
fire. 
It gave out the following state­ 
ment : 
“We can not explain the cause of 
the fire. 
The building burned was 
used for the production of small rope, 
and our factory for heavy rope was 
not affected. 
About 1,000 men are 
j thrown out of employment ■ and 
the 
loss is approximately $1,000,000. 
“We will use new buildings about 
completed for the manufacture of this 
small rope and expect to be in op­ 
eration within two months. The wire 
producing part of our plant is intact 
and also our steel works.” 


When the blaze was discovered em­ 


ployes tried unsuccessfully to extin­ 


guish it. 
Fire companies from Bristol, Pa., 
Lambertville and Princeton responded 
to appeals for aid, but the flames were 
under control of the local department 
before they arrived. Last January the 
Roebling plant was destroyed with a 
loss of $1,500,000. 
A building in which the Roeblings 
are reported to be planning to make 
gun-barrels for war purposes is three 
or four blocks from the scene of yes­ 
te rd a y ’s fire. 
It was at first reported 
that this structure had been destroyed.

conference by Clifford Thorne, chair­ 
man of the Iowa state board of rail­ 
road commissioners. He said: 
“Property values may be classified 
under two 
heads—tangible 
and in­ 
tangible. That which is tangible can 
be seen or felt and is more easily ar­ 
rived at than that which is intangi­ 
ble. 
“The variations in values determin­ 
ed by experts 
is 
amazing; and the 
"hiof so u r c e of th is variation is the 
method adopted 
for 
the determina- 
tion of intangible values.. 
That does 
lot mean there are no difficulties in 
he determination of tangible values, 
or they are many and of large pro­ 
portions. 
“We all agree that there is and al­ 
ways will be wide room for variations 
n judgment as \o values. But it is an 
nteresting coincidence that 
when a 
'itv and a company 
employ experts 
ndDhe findings are submitted under 
lath by these witnesses to a court 
^r commission, the 
lower valuations 
re those invariably prepared 
by the 
■xperts in the emplooy of the city and 
the higher valuations are by the men 
rn ployed by the utility company. 
I 
attack the integrity of no person; 
I 
merely suggest this as an interesting 
'©incidence. Then1 may be exceptions 
0 the law* of 
chance 
governing the 
estimony of experts as 
just stated. 
but I have found not one in si a nee in 
he scores of valuation cases that I 
lave read. 
“This would make a very valuable 
xample for the critical analysis of 
he psychologist, or the learned stu- 
icnt of experimental ethics, wherein 
Die Golden Rule is: ‘Charge what the 
raffle will bear,* or, 
translated into 
mdinary English, ‘Get all you can.* 
“It is not fair to imply dishonesty 
1 the 
ordinary 
valuation 
experts. 
lie difference exists largely in the 
let hods followed. Some of these va- 
iations in methods have caused un­ 
itin g discussions 
by 
courts, com­ 
missions, attorneys, 
witnesses 
and 
students. 
“These variations are not theoreti- 
al but real and 
tangible 
when re­ 
duced to dollars and cents. 
A few 
♦ ears ago tw*o 
expert 
w* it nesses in 
the Spring Valley water works case 
at San Francisco made estimates of 
I he same plant for the same purpose 
and differed more than 30 per cent. 
That may be unusual, 
but it is very 
ordinary for the variations 
to range 
from IOO to 150 per cent. 
“Our highest courts 
and commis- 
-ions also differ. 
One commission— 
that of New* Jersey—a few* years ago 
allowed 30 
per cent 
for intangibfc 
values, and then allowed 8 per cent 
.return on both tangible and intangi­ 
ble values, in 
addition 
to a 2 per 
depreciation, making IO 
per cent in 
all. Practically at tho same time the 
New* York commission allowed noth­ 
ing for intangible 
values 
and said 
there was plenty of 
money seeking 
investment at less 
than 
6 per cent 
The man who wrote that decision in 
Newr York has since lost his job, but 
he was immediately employed as at­ 
torney for one of the largest railroad 
systems in the United Stattes. 
“One state commission has allowed 
a depreciation ample to maintain and 
renew* the property, and 8 per cent 
return on the investment, the same 
return on all increased 
land values, 
the same return on 
all depreciation 
allowances, the same 
return 
on a1! 
deficits or failure 
to 
realize 8 per 
cent in the past. In other words, we 
have accumulative 
compound inter­ 
est of 8 per cent guaranteed by the 
state, if that doctrine had ever be­ 
come established a security 
of that 
character would 
outclass 
the 
best 
cumulative preferred 
railroad stock 
in the United States, 
which readily 
sell on the m arket on a 4% or 
per cent basis. 
“It is very doubtful if the govern­ 
ment should ever 
guarantee private 
companies against losses; so long as 
private ownership continues the haz­ 
ard of the business should 
be borne 
by private companies. 
However, 
if 
regulation exists it must grant ade­ 
quate reward to investment. 
“Some have 
adopted 
the formula 
of capitalizing deficits and offsetting 
deficits by later 
profits. 
In 
other 
words, whenever a company loses 
money, that amount is added to their 
investment upon which they are en­ 
titled to a return, 
and 
whenever a 
company makes a large return that is 
charged off their investment. 
There 
are several quite 
interesting phases 
of this method. The value decreases 
as the profits increase; and, on the
